This was the worst outbreak of 
street demonstrations on the West 
Bank in several years, and probably 
the moat violent since 1967. 

The demonstrations swept Hebron, 
Halhoul, Ramallah and Jenin. In 
Jenin, a 17-year-old girl was fatally 
struck in the head inthe midst of 
ἃ club-swinging and rock-throwing 
melee. It was not clear whether the 
girl was killed by the demonstrators’ 
stones or the security forces’ cluba. 
This was the first death reported 
in West Bank demonstrations since 
1967.

The army has taken precau- 
tionary measures om the Syrian 
frontier, including mobilization of 
some reservists, ip reaction to an 
“unexplained state of alert" in the 
Syrian army, Defence Minister 
Shimon Peres said in a television 
interview last night. 

‘Throughout the week there had 
been reports of unusual military 
activity in Syria. Although there 
has been no significant change in 
the deployment of Syrian forces 
on the ground, the army found it 
necessary to take steps ta face 
pesslble developments. 


Also contributing to the Israeli 

- agsesament was the massive sea 

lift of Soviet military equipment 
_ to Syria, 

Mr. Peres said one of the 
reasons for Israel's move was Sy- 
ria's hints that it Intended to 
weaken the status of the UN Dis- 
engagement Force, The disruption 
of diplomatic moves by the Rabat 
Arab summit's ‘decisions and Sy- 
ria's attitude to the disengagement 
agreement had led to the current 
tension in the area, he said. 

Israel had signed the disengage- 
ment agreement willingly and 
hoped that all sides would honour 
it in letter and in spirit, Peres 
said. He foresaw diplomatic acti- 


vity in the next few days in con- 
nection with the decision on the 
Palestinians. Syria's intentions re- 
garding the disengagement agree- 
ment and big power activities in 
the area. 

Mr. Peres said that at Rabat 
the Arabs had given in to Pales- 
tinian terror and had gone back 
to fanatical rhetoric. He said Is- 
rae] treated the Arabs in the ad- 
ministered areas with respect and 
hoped they would not fall victim 
te extremism. Israel would talk to 
King Hussein or with represent- 
ative leaders of the population of 
the West Bank and Gaza, but not 
“under the threats of a pistol 
about the liquidation of the State 
of Israel.” 

Mr. Peres said Israel's moves 
were intended as “a barrier to 
temptations to go forward to- 
wards deception and surprise.” 
The proportions: of the measures 
were in accordance with the size 
of the doubt and the threat. he 
said. Whenever there was a de- 
parture from routine, unexplained 
military alert or an exaggerated 
threat from across the border, 
such measures must be taken. 

Mr. Peres’ remarks were deli- 
vered in a low-key undramatic 
manner. He said the Arabs mag- 
nified the significance of internal 
disputes in Israel. 


Super-powers move 
to defuse tension

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Syria doesn’t 
plan attack

WASHINGTON.—Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
gave Israeli Ambassador Shimcha Dinitz assurances 
during a meeting at the State Department yesterday 
that Syria does not intend to attack Israel, thus 
apparently defusing what had been a very tense 
situation in the Middle East. 


Israel's partial military buildup 
along the Golan Heights cease-fire 
tine over the past 48 hours --- aris- 
ing from suspicious Synan Army 
Manoeuvres and accelerated Soviet 
arms shipments to Syria — caused 
President Ford and Secretary Kis- 
Singer to hold urgent consultations 
yesterday with Israeli. Egyptian, 
Syrian, Soviet and UN officials. in 
an attempt to head off a possible 
military flare-up. 


After his State Department meet- 
ing with Kissinger, Ambassador Di- 
nitz told newsmen that reports of 
imminent war are “highly ex 
aggerated."" He said that “Israel is 
@ peaceful couatry with no inten- 
tion to attack,” but he pointed out 
that Israel had merely taken "pre- 
cautionary steps’ in order to 
guarantee that the Arabs would 
not surprise Israel again as they 
did last year. He said that he was 
happy that Dr. Kissinger had given 
him the assurances that “the other 
aide did not have aggressive in- 
tentions either.” 


But on Friday Ambassador Dinitz 
seemed to disagree with Kissinger's 
assessment at a press conference 
that an outbreak of war was un- 
jikely. 


Mr, Dinitz said in a television in- 
terview Friday night that although 
Israel would like to share Dr. Kis- 
singer's preliminary observation, Is- 
rael “cannot take any chances.” He 
added: “For us it would not be 8 
mistake in a press conference; for 
us it could be a matter of life and 
death. Therefore, it is only natural 
that we are made concerned, more 
alert and more vigilant.” 


The Secretary told to a press 
conference that the U.S. was ex- 
amininz the reports on an urgent 
basis, although he insisted that an- 
other war at this time “is unlikely.” 


He revealed that he had attended 
a Friday morning meeting with 
Secretary of Defence James Schie- 
singer and President Ford to re- 
view “contingencies" and “mecha- 
nisms" should a war break out dur- 
ing the President's Far East tour 
which is scheduled to begin  to- 
day. (Story, page 4.) But Kissinger 
claimed that such a meeting was 
a@ “normal precaution” prior to all 
foreign travels by the President. 


“While we recognize that certain 
military precautions have to be 
taken by both sides,” Kissinger said, 
“and while there Is always the risk 
that precautions will δεῖ out of 
hand, we do not think a war is 
likely.” 


The “Washington Post” reported 
yesterday that Israel mobilized 2 
third of its army and privately told 
Western nations that it was acting 
in response to Syrian manoeuvres. 


American officials in Washington 
have become increasingly concerned 
that Israel — feeling isolated — 
might launch a preemptive strike 
against Syria. Tension along the 
border, according to American of- 
ficials, has increased because the 
UNDOF mandate to patrol § the 
Golan Heights cease-fire line expires 
at the end of this month.

UN traffic between Israel 
Syria was normal, and UN troops 
continued preparing huts and tents 
for the winter, apparently uncon- 
cerned about rumours. They said last 
week's check of heavy weapons on 
both sides was carried out without 
incident.

29.4% in 10 months

The Consumer Price Index rose 
by 5.7 points last month, the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statisties reported 
on Friday. The advance raised the 
indicator 2.5 per cent above its Sep- 
tember level, and it now stands at 
233.6 points compared with the 
base of 100 established in 1969. 

Bureau spokesman David Neu- 
mann hastened to remind reporters 
that the latest figures in no way 
reflect the unprecedented price rises 
sparked last week by the devalua- 
tion and the partial cancellation of 
Government food subsidies. — 

According to the latest report, 
the CPT had risen by 29.4 per cent 
In the first 10 months of this year. 

Other price indicators moved as 
follows in October: Wholesale Price 
Index, up 1.4 per cent; Construction 
Costs Index, up 2.5 per cent; and 
Agricultural Costs Index, down 0.6 
per cent. 

In a special quarterly survey, 
the Statistics Bureau found that 
hotelkeepers' costs and expenses 
weré ahead by 15.4 per cent between 
July and September, compared with 
the preceding quarter. for the bus

Gov’t expands credit 
to industrialists

The Government is expanding 
credit but not as much as the in- 
dustrialists would Tike. “We must 
prevent excessive liquidity in the 
economy." Dr. Eliezer Sheffer, di- 
rector-general of the Bank of Israe}, 
explained on Friday. 

Exportera will get IL5 per dollar 
from the Export Credit Fund instead 
of 114.60, starting with shipments 
in January. This will increase the 
means of payment by IL180m. An- 
other IL.j10m.-IL120m. is available 
for enterprises supplyimg the loca) 
market, though the Manufacturers 
Association has ‘been demanding 
four and five times that much. 

The country's foreign exchange 
reserves were down to $875m. the 
day before the devaluation, accord- 


ing to Sheffer. The decline has 


exercised 2 deflationary effect, 
whitch was offset, unfortunately, by 
deficit budgeting on the part of the 


Government. They have pumped 
almost IL2b, Into circulation since 
last April. 


Any improvement in the balance 
of payments is inflationary, because 
@ollars will be moving ‘nto Israel 
again. Thia has in fact already 
started to happen. No figures are 
available yet, What is known is 
that about §90m. was converted into 
Israeli currency last week, though 
most of the money was already 
sittIng in Israel banks, waiting for 
the improved exchange-rate. 

If foreign exchange starts flow- 
Iig'in, it-is esserftial than” ‘the 
Government and other pubfic bodies 
should live within their “means and 
stop over-spending, Sheffer warned. 
Business firms will have to make 
do with the credit available. 

“During recent months importers 


stopped using suppliers’ credit, fear. 
ing that the expected devaluation 
would multiply thelr debt. In the 
circumstances they preferred to pay 
cash. “Well, they can now use that 
source of credit again,” he point- 
ed out. 

Professor Dan Patinkin, economist 
at the Hebrew University, recom- 
mended in a “Maariv” Interview 
on Friday that loans should be 
‘index-linked. Costlier credit would 
reduce the volume of investment, 
which is desirable at present, in 
order to save money. It is under- 
stood from Ministerial sources that 
the Bank of Israel did want devel- 
opment loans Hnked, at least for 
any increase ‘in the price index 
exceeding 15 per cent. 

But Haim Bar-Lev, Minister of 
Commerce and Industry, took up 
the cause of the industrialists, 
arguing for continued cheap credit, 
As a compromise It was agreed 
that Government loans in the devel. 
opment areas will remain untinked. 
In the central areas, however, they 
will be linked for any increase above 
20 per cent. 

The existing rate ls 12 per cent 
unlinked, If the price index should 
go up, say, by 25 per cent, the 
extra five per cent would be pay- 
able by the borrower, but not as 
tuterest. It wil be added to the 
principal of his loan, increasing 
the size of his debt. 

Interviewed over the radio yes- 
terday, Mr. Bar-Lev expressed the 
‘opinion’ that’ ‘income tax “should bé 
reduced from “just under 50 per 
cent” (the present average) to just 
under 40 per cent. But the new 
rate should apply to all varities 
of Income, without concessions for 
anyone, he satd. 


Sartre attacks Unesco 
for treatment of Israel 


PARIS. —- A group of 31 leading 
artists and intellectuals, including 
philosopher Jean-Paul Sartre and 
pianist Artur Rubinstein, on Fri- 
day said they would never again 
collaborate with Unesco in protest 
over the international cultural 
body's treatment of Israel. 

The decision followed recent 
votes at the United Nations Edu- 
cational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organisation to exclude Israel 
from any of its regional groups 
and thus bar it from taking part 
in any Unesco activities. 

“One should not be fooled by the 
administrative forms of this af- 
fair which has seen a number of 
countries, not particulariy noted 
for their liberalism towards free- 
dom of thought, ban a country 
from participating in international 
activities..." the group said in a 
statement released here. 

“According to them Israel has 
no right to exist, so it slmply does 
not exist, The spiritual elimination 
of Israel (by Unesco) is a justifi- 
cation for its physical elimination, 
Such is the procedure adopted by 
totalitarlanism in the 20th cen- 
tury,” the group added. 

Other signatories included play- 
wright Eugene Tonesco and author 
Simone de Beauvoir.

ATHENS. — Experta here predict 
that today’s Greek elections — the 
first in 10 years — will confirm 
conservative Premier Constantine 
Karamaniis in power by δ clear 
majority. 

But it was not clear whether 
Keremaniis, recalled-when the mill- 
tary junta collapsed four months 
ago, would get the massive mandate 
he has asked for to strengthen his 
hand in solving the Cyprus crisis 
and the country’s economic prob- 


The turnout in the election, in 
which voting is compulsory for 
everyone between the ages of 21 
and 70, ls expected to be the high- 
est in Greek history, with such 
issues as who waa reapon- 
sible for the overthrow of democ- 
racy in 1967. Over the last five 
days nearly haif ea million Greeks 
have left Athens and Salonica for 
their native towns and villages, 
from which they must vote. 

A system of reinforced propor- 
tional representation, adopted to 
produce a strong government, is ex- 
pected to virtually bar all but four 
parties from the 300-seat single- 
chamber parliament. 

Topping the list is the New De. 
mocracy Party of Karamanlis, which 
stands for free enterprise, re- 
conciliation of army and people, 
and strong ties to the West and 
the European Economic Community. 
With a sufficiently strong majority 
Karamanlis is expected to take 
Greece back into Nato, from which 
he withdrew in August after the 
Turkish invasion of Cyprus. 

Karamanlis has also pledged to 
hold a referendum on restoring the 
monarchy, setting it for December 
8, the day before the new parlia- 
ment is seated.

Backing denials already given by 
Karamanlis, Mavros — who as 
Karamanls's Foreign Minister led 
Negotiations on the Cyprus issue — 
strongly denied assertions by 
Papandreou that a secret deal on 
Cyprus had already been made with 
the Turks and the Americans. 

A predominant feature of the 1,426 
candidates, vying under the ban- 
ners of no less than 47 parties, is 
thelr anti-junta record. Over two- 
thirds come under this category. 
Every single one of the 300 candl- 
dates standing for the Communist 
United Left had either been jailed 
or deported during the dictatorship. 

Parliament is also expected to 
produce many new and young faces.
